San Francisco and San Diego 
via the Pacific 

Several times each year during the 
shipping season, says 
Mechanics Magazine, 
rafts as large as some of the greatest 
intercontinental liners are towed 
down the Pacific coast from the lum- 
ber camps of Oregon into the harbors 
at San Francisco and San Diego. 

This is the way certain lumber 
interests of the northwest are solving 
the problem of transportation of raw 
timber, for in contrast to a charge 
amounting to $10 per thousand board 
feet, which was made a few years ago 
for shipment by rail, the cost by this 
method is reduced to $1, It does not 
only mean lower prices.and an im- 
mense saving to the consumers, but it 
also enables low grades of material, 


which otherwise would represent a 
loss, to be placed on the market 
profitably. 


In the last few years twenty-nine of 
these titanic log Larges have been suc- 
cessfully floated to San Diego. In no 
case, so far as is known, has any 
serious trouble been experienced, and 
in most cases not even a log has been

The soundness 
of this advice has been borne out by 
the course of the wheat markets in 
the past seven days. During the five 
days ending with Saturday, the 20th 
inst., the general feeling in the grain 
trade was inclined to be bearish, and 
had it not been that on one or two 


days the demand for wheat, also other

As it was there was 
some weakening in the tone of the 
markets although restrained by the 
volume of export demand, but the re- 
sult wat declines in various United 
States markets amounting to 2c to 5c 
per bushel, over the five days, the 
largest decline being on the Septem- 
ber futures in these markets.

erably. On Saturday afternoon af- 
ter all grain markets over the world 
had been closed, the cable brought re- 
ports to all news agencies of an im- 
portant bombarding of the forts of 
the Dardanelles by squadrons of the 
British and French navies, it being 
stated that much damage was done by 
the vessels’ guns and some of the 
forts were put out of business. Had 
this news come to the markets on 
Saturday morning there would have 
been a sharp decline in prices then; 
but the news did not come on the 
markets till yesterday morning, and 
as all United States markets were 
closed yesterday, it being the anni- 
versary of Washington's birthday and 
a statutory holiday in the Cniteda 
States, the full influence of the Dar- 
danelles story on the markets did not 
develop until today. Yesterday Livcr- 
pool declined around 4c"per bushel 
and our Winnipeg market the same. 
Today Liverpool was again lower and 
the United States markets closed 6% 
to 74%c under the figures they closed 
at on Saturday. Winnipeg closed only 
%c under yesterday. On the week 
prices in New York are down 9c to 
12c, in Chicago 10c to 11c, in Minne- 
apolis 64c to 8%e, in Duluth 7c, and 
in Winnipeg 5c to 5%c. What has 
taken place at the Dardanelles has 
thrown a kind of scare into the grain 
trade, and it came at an opportune 
moment to cause a decline in prices, 
for doubtless the markets were get- 
ting a little fagged. The liquidation 
of speculative holdings, the abnor- 
mally high prices, and the agitation

Good Crop Prospects 


A Bumper Cro) Will Mean Great 
Prosperity in the West 

Winnipeg.—The C.P.R, authorities 
are prophesizing a bumper crop this 
year in Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
with general prosperity resulting. 
More land is under cultivation, they 
say, than ever )hefore in tne history 
of the Dominion. The price is high 
and demand exceptional and the auth- 
orities say they have every reason to 
believe Canada will make a record for 
crop production. From C.P.R. head- 
quarters at Montreal comes tne state- 
ment that in Saskatchewan experts 
have estimated 8,250,000 acres of land 
are now plowed anda ready for seeding. 
Sixty per cent.-of this will be planted 
to wheat, they say; twenty-nine per 
cent, will be given over to oats; eight 
per cent. witn barley and three per 
cent. flax. These estimates are based 
upon a series of investigations carried 
on this fall and winter, 

In Alberta the farmers themselves 
estimate that their crop for the com- 
ing year will bring in $100,000,000. 
They arrive at this conclusion after 
considering, the: excellent conditions 
prevailing, the high price for grain and 
the big demand. They say they are

future.

On the other sidc of the account it 
is reported that two German sub- 
marines are missing and that a third 
has been lit and possibly sunk by a 
Irench destroyer. 

Besides the vessels which fell vic- 
tims to the submarines, two American 
and one Norwegian stea_er have 
been sunk by mines in the North Sea 
and the Swedish steamer Specia and 
one or two British steamers are over- 
due and it is feared have been lost 
with their crews. 

In .almost every case the steamer 
sunk by submarines was a small and 
slow vessel. At least three of them 
were caught while at anchor or While 
they were barely under way. This, 
with the failure of «© submarine to hit 
a fast cross channe. steamer at which 
it fired a torpedo, apparently proves 
to the satisfaction of British naval 
writers that a ship with moderate 
speed can invariably escape the under- 
water craft and such vessels are con- 
tinuing to cross,the seas, 

The blockade, however, has had the 
effect of increasing insurance rates 
and some neutral owners are keeping

their ships in neutral waters. 


With conditions such as these, the 
public, both in England and neutral 
countries are naturally curious as to 
the latest proposals of the American 
government to Great Britain and Ger- 
many of which little has been allowed 
to leak out. 

In addition to the loss of the mer- 
chantmen, the British admiralty has 
been impelled to give up hope for the 
armored steamer Clan McNaughton, 
which has not been heard from since 
February 3 and which it is believed 
went down, beside .nother armed mer- 
chantman, the Kiknor, during the 
storms which prevailed early in the 
month. The Clan McNaughton carried 
a crew of 280 men, composed largely 
of Royal Naval Reserves, twenty of 
whom pbelcnged to Newfoundland. 


The Admiralty has also reported the 
loss of three airmen of the forty who 
recently carried out a raid on the Ger- 
man positions along the Belgian coast. 

Nothing further has been heard of 
the naval operaticns in the Darda- 
nelles, which were interrupted by un- 
favorable weather conditions, put it 
is understood that the intention is to 
continue all efforts to destroy the forts 
which line the straits. Otherwise the 
Turks, who have been severely defeat- 
ed in the Caucasus, Egypt and Meso- 
potamia are being permitted to rest 
while preparations are being made 
by the aLies for a powerful attack 
against them.

Great Britain Presents a Lesson to 
the World in Empire Building 

Of all the facts that the Wuropean 
war hag disclosed none is more re- 
markable than the solidarity of the 
British empire. Except for the slight 
disaffection of a few irreconcilable 
Boers in South Africa there has been 
not only an enthusiastic but a prac- 
tical loyalty on the part of all the 
dominions, colonies, gependencies ana 
protectorates.. In the very hour when 
a widespread insurgency might have 
won an easy independence the wide- 
scattered units of the empire ‘have 
manifested a sacrificial devotion to 
the little island that lords it over half 
the world, ; 

Predictions of interested foes have 
heen quickly falsified: Mven egypt, 
almost the youngest. ani quite the 
strangest of Britannia’s wards, has 
remained steadfast in the face of the 
Turkish expedition, The explanation 
given by Egypt applies equally to 
other parts of the empire—England 
has been fair and sincere in all of 
her relationships; the country. has 
not been exploited on pelhalf of the 
suzerain, but developed for the benefit 
of the native; British officialdom has 
been just and considerate. 

Never before in the history of king- 
doms has an empire held together un- 
der such a strain by the free volition 
of its own units. And’ this loyalty 
will doubtless give a concrete realiza- 
tion of the dream of many statesmen 
during the last half*century; an Im- 
perial parlfament in London with all 
parts of the empire represented to 
legislate and administer on behalf of 
the whole. Great Britain then will 


be a democratizecd union of free 
states somewalht similar to the 
United States of America. If this is 


brought to pass as a recognition and 
reward of loyaity it will mark the 
most radical step in government that 
history has ever recorded, And it will 
be the greatest factor in the world 
reorganization that is certain to fol- 


fow the war.—Philadelphia Public

No Washing, Just Burn When Soiled, 
and Save Laundry Bills 

Paper dishes of every kind and 
paper underclothing were very. ser- 
jously proposed ag the next advance 
step of sanitation among civilized 
peoples, by a noted hygienist before 
the congress of sanitation, Substitute 
the fire for the wash tub in every 
possible particular Of life, was his 
demand; and, to show that sueh sub- 
stitution was possible now in a great. 
fat details, he had obtained and he 
exhibited a great quantity of samples 
of paper goods. 

He quoted the results of an investi- 
gation which showed that cups, \, 
other tableware, 
taken as samples in hotels and 
homes, had been found to be infected !

thoroughly washed. And he told of 
hospitals that have adopted the pre- 
caution of giving all the dishes an 
extra bath in a strong antiseptic mix- 
ture. 

Accordingly he suggested that the 
doctors attending the congress should 
advocate the gen?ral use of paper 
plates, cups, saucers, and bowls, and 
paper serving dishes; so that. after 
each meal most of the tableware 
could be burned, leaving only a 
small number of dishes and the sil- 
verware to be boiled before they were 
again used. Paper linings could be 
used in indispensable china dishes. 

The most novel of his sanitation 
ideas was that underclothing should 
be made of paper and destroyed after | 
it had been used once. Paper under: | 
clothing is entirely practicable now, | 
and would not be much more expen- | 
sive than ordinary cotton underwear | 
at current laundry rates, anl perhaps 
as cheap as linen clotning. * 

Paper yarn is new, yet it is begin- | 
ning to be heard from in many tex- | 
tile lines. Some kitts are almost | 
as stout as ordinary textiles and are 
made to withstand laundering. For 
paper underclothing, however, a 
cheap grade of paper yarn would be 
satisfactory, yarn having only a small | 
proportion of the tensile strength of 
cotton or linen. As each garment 
would be burned after it had become 
soiled, there would be no occasion to 
use yarn adapted for hard wear. At 
the same time it would easily be pos- 
sible to make up paper yarns that} 
would be as smooth and absorbent as } 
cotton or linen. 

Underclothing woven from such | 
yarn would be as comfortable as 
could be desired. The hygienist esti- | 
mated that the low cost of such a} 
paper garment, with the complete | 
saving of laundering costs, gught to 
make the use of paper clothes for one 
wearing not an extravagance.—Tit- 
"Bits.
